Once Controlled a Billion Dollar a 
Year Business 

J. Ogden Armour, who once con ] 
trolled a billion dollar a year business 
but who liquidated his holdings to 
such an extent that he had virtually j 
vanished from financial and commer- : 
clal fields, died recently in London in 
his 64ib year. 

lie was the former head of Armour 
anti Company, packers, founded bj 
| his father, Philip f>. Armour. 

I Mr. Armour's holdings had so dwin¬ 
dled in recent years that in 1925 tho 
I federal revenue office showed his lu- 
| come not taxable. Ho at one lime de- 
I dined $150,000,000 for his interest In 
the packing company alone, and was 
! known as the largest owner of bank 


Craft Is Useless and Trip Across 
Atlantic Has Been Abandoned 

Confessing that the Idea of "pedal j 
propelling” across the Atlantic Is a I 
failure, Edward Tierney *and Bfek ; 
Hayman, of Lancashire, aro under 
stood to have definitely abandoned 
the plan to make such a crossing and 
to be ready to sell their strange craft. 

Tierney tested the boat, called the 
“Carrie,” In the harbor and was dis¬ 
mayed to find she refused to function. 
After repeated attempts he said: 
“The craft is useless. She has a bad 
list and leaks badly. The pedal pro¬ 
pelling idea Is a failure.” 

•'Carrie” Is a 12-foot steel boat 
built like a submarine. She has a 
beam of three feet and draws two 
feet of water. She was designed to 
obtain power mainly through the 
force of the wind* against a small 
windmill which drives a screw pro¬ 
peller.

Non-Stop Flight From Winnipeg To 
High River In Eight Hours

A Real Menace 


Mehtod Of Using Thermite Is Found i 
Highly Successful 

An Iceberg of almost indescribable [ 
berfUTY, DO'S feet long, with a hollow 
in uie centre 90 feet in depth, having 
sides of porcelain white and contain¬ 
ing au emerald-green lake 1 feet 
deep, was encountered by a recent 
iceberg demolishing party, 

Armed with ropes, Ice picks, axes, 
drills, and canisters containing ther¬ 
mite, they were trying a highly suc¬ 
cessful method, of destroying icebergs 
that endanger the trade routes of the 
North Atlantic. \ 

On landing, Hiff-party drill holes 
into the ice and insert the chemical 
charge, which is fired by fuses. Ther¬ 
mite develops tremendous heat at a 
great rate, reaching as high as 5,000 
degrees Fahrenheit. In a few hours 
the largest iceberg cracks and disin¬ 
tegrates with a noise resembling an 
earthquake.
